Li^ge, 
Belgium ,— (A*) — The 
Nazis controlled just about every­ 
th in g in Belgium and this “ play­ 
boy” city on the Meuse river dur­ 
ing their four years stay in these 


p a r t s — except Leigois jitterbugs. 
How jitterbugging ever found 
its w ay into this country remains 
one of the mysteries of tile war. 
Dancing was banned by the Nazis. 
No one was supposed to have a 
radio. 
Social life under Gestapo 
rule was pretty fugitive and dang­ 
erous. 
But right under Nazi noses the 
Liege lads and lassies developed 
into the jitteriest jitterbugs this 
side of Broadway. 
And that’s why 
one plush little night spot, which 
looks just like many of its count­ 
erparts on 52nd Street in New 
York was jumping last night. 
It started out as a quiet evening. 
A dark-haired piano player list­ 
lessly accompanied a lean blond 
clarinetist while a bored drummer 
and a piccolo player occasionally 
made themselves heard.

They lined the streets and 
windows, waving their hands and 
flags, shouting and grinning broad­ 
ly.General Mudge, who in the late 
afternoon underwent sniper fire on

Tacloban, estimated 300 Japanese 
were killed while the division suf­ 
fered ten killed and 25 wounded. 
Tacloban is a city of contrasts 
in native and modern architecture. 
Most Filipino home are built on 
stilts with contrasting* thatched or 
con ligated metal roofs. There are 
many masonry buildings, includ­ 
ing the white, provincial capital. 
i’acloban is on a thumb of land 
jutting above Cancabat.o bay and 
with water on three sides. General 
Mudge expressed the belief that 
the Japanese decided against try­ 
ing to defend it because it w< old 
be a natural trap when the Am­ 
ericans established their line across 
the thumb’s base.
